CHIEF HENNESSY. noon,and he was not to 

be foundin any of his regular haunta. : The Gov- 

ernor had not heard of the uprising, and had 

no time to act, and the police force was too 

small to offer much resistance to the army of 

avengers. Superintendent Caster had ordered 

an extra detail of officers to be sent to the jail, 

and the small crowd kept the sidewalks around 

the old building clear until the great multi- 

tude, swelling all the time, like a mighty, roar- 

ing stream, surged around the door, and 
crowded the little band of bluecoats away. 

Capt. Lem Davis-was on guard at the main 

entrance with a scant force of deputies. They 


. were swept away like chaff before the wind 


and in an instant the little ante-room leading 
into the prison was jammed with eager, 
excited men. Meanwhile the prisoners were 
stricken with terror, for they could hear dis- 
tinetly the shouts of people without madly de- 
manding their blood. Innocent and guilty 
alike were frightened out of their senses, and 
the prisoners who were charged with crimes 
other than complicity in the murder ofthe 
chief also shared in the general demoraliza- 
tion. Some of the braver ones among the 
representatives of the Mafia wanted to die 
fighting for their lives, and they pleaded for 
weapons with which to defend themselves, and 
when they could not find these they sought 


hiding places. The deputies, thiaking to -de- 


ceive the crowd by a ruse, transferred the 
nineteen men to the female department, and 
there the miserable Sicilians trembled in ter- 
ror until the moment when the doors would 
yield to the angry throng on the outside. 

Capt. Davis refused the request to open the 
prison and the crowd began the work of bat- 
tering in the doors. Around on Orleans street 
there was a heavy wooden door which had 
been closely barred in anticipation of the 
coming of the avenging mass. Ths the 
crowd selected as their best chance of getting 
in. Neighboring houses readily supplied axes 
and battering-rams and willing hands went to 
work to force an opening. 

Gained Possession of the Prison, 

This did not .prove a difficult task to the 
trembling but determined throng. Soon 
there was a crash, thé door gave way, and in 
an instant armed citizens were pouring 
through the small opening, while a mighty 
shout went up from 10,000 throats in glad 
acclaim. There was more resistance for the 
intruders, however, but it, too, was soon 
overcome with the huge billet of wood 
which a stout’ man carried. Then ‘the 


turnkey was overpowered and the keys 


were taken from him. By that tiie 
the excitement was intense. A patrol wagon 
drove up witha detachment of policemen, 
who were driven away undera fire of mud 
and stones. When the leaders inside ‘the 
prison got possession of the keys the inside 


gate was promptly unlocked and the deputies 


in the lobby rapidly got out of. harm’s way. 


| The avengers pressed into the yard of the 
white prisoners. The door ofthe first cell 


was open and a group of trembling prisoners 
stood inside. They were not the men who 
were wanted and the crowd quickly, though 
with remarkable coolness, burst into the yard. 
Peering through the bars of the condemned 
cell was a terror-stricken face which some one 
mistook for Scaffedi. A volley was fired at 
the man and he dropped, but none of the shots 
struck him and it was subsequently found 
that he was not one of the assassins. The in- 
inmates of the jail were ready to direct the 
way to where the Italians were. 

“ Go to the female department,” some one 
yelled, and thither the men with their Win- 
chesters ran. But the door was locked. Ina 
moment the key was produced. 

Then the leader called for some one who 
knew the right men. and a volunteer respond- 
ed andthe door was thrown vupen. The gal- 
lery was deserted, but an old woman, speak- 
ing as fast as she could, said the men were up- 
stairs. A party.of seven or eight quickly as- 
cended the staircase and as they reached the 
landing the assassins fled down at the other 


end. Half a dozen followed them. Scarcely.. 


a word was spoken. It was time for action. 
No Mercy for the Mafia. 

When the pursued and their pursuers reach- 
ed the stone court-yard the former darted to- 
wards the Orleans side of the gallery and 
crouched down beside the cells their faces 
blanched, and being unarmed they were ab- 
solutely defenseless. In fear and trembling 
they screamed for mercy. But the avengers 
were merciless. Bang! bang! bang! rang out 
the reports of the murderous weapons and a 
deadly rain of bullets poured into the crouch- 
ing figures. 

Gerachi, the closest man, was struck in the 
back of the head and his body pitched for- 
ward and lay immovable on the stone pave- 
ment. 

Romero fell ‘to his knees with his face in his 
hands, and in that position was shot to death. 

Monasterio and James Caruso fell together 
under the fire of half a dozen guns, the leaden 
pellets entering their bodies and heads, and 
the blood gushing from the*wounds. 

The bloody executioners did their work 
well, and beneath the continuing fire Comitez 
and Trahina; two of the men who had not 
been tried, but who were charged jointly with 
the other accused, fell together. Their bodies 
were literally riddled with bullets, and they 
were stone dead almost before the fusillade 
was over. When the group of assassins was 
discovered on the gallery Macheca, Scaftedi, 
and old man Marchesi separated from the 
other six and ran up-stairs. 

Thither half-a-dozen men followed them, 
and, as the.terror-stricken assassins ran into 
cells, they were slain. Jo Macheca, who was 
charged with being the arch-conspirator, was 
a short, fat man; and was summarily dealt 
with. He had his back turned, when a shot 
struck him immediately behind the ear, and 
his death was imstantaneous. There was no 
blood from the wound, and when the body was 
found the ear was swollen so as to hide the 
wougd, which the Coroner had great difficulty 
in locating. : 

Seoffedi, one of the most villainous of the 
assassins, dropped like a log when a bullet hit

‘There was intense but suppressed excitement, 
and from one end of the city to the other the 
action of the eitizens was applauded. 
O’Malley, the detective who would have shared 
the fate of the assadsins if he had been caught, 
has disappeared and is not expected to return, 
and numbers of the jury are in hiding. The 
atmosphere has been considerably purged, 
and though there is a big crowd on Canal 
street tonight, the trouble seems all over. 
The Italian Consul declined to say tonight 
what action if any he will take. The prison 
was surrounded until dark with a motley mul- 
titude, but the polieé found no difficulty in 
maintaining good order. : 


WILL BE NO MORE BLOODSHED. 


The Leaders of the Lynchers Decide to Try 
the Courts Once More. 

; New Oxizans, La., March 14.—The leaders 
in today’s movement representing the - best 
citizens held a secret meeting tonight and dis- 
cussed the occurrence of the day and the 
action to be taken in the future. It was de- 
cided that there should be no more bloodshed, 
but that the men who have not yet been tried 
for the murder as well as those who suborned 
the witnesses and the jury shall be vigorously 
prosecuted before the courts of the city. 


HORRIBLE SCENES IN THE PRISON, 


The Terror-Stricken Prisoners Make Inef- 
fectual Attempts to Escape the Mob’s, Fury. 

New Oxtzans, La., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
As soon as the approach of the mob was 
known the Italians wete released from the 
room where they were Confined, They scat- 
tered in all directions. They were terror- 
stricken, and ran from .one corridor to the 
other without getting out of the way. The 
crowd found them on the gallery of the con- 
demned ceils, ana they were shot from the 
yard and from the gallery entrance. 

The party of Italians as soon as told to hide 
got over into the woman’s side. The majority 
got into a cell on the lower floor, from which 
they were driven and shot down in a 
body. Frank Romero, Rocco Geraci, Jim 
Caruso, Charles Trahina, Pete Molasterio, the 
shoemaker who lived in the shanty where 
the assassins gathered, were laid out 
in a row. Most of them had been shot 
through the brain and made a horrible sight 
as they lay weltermg in blood and brains. 
Natali and Sulzeri, two of the men not on 
trial and for whom an alibi was claimed, were 
caught hidden in a dog house, but one of the 
leaders claimed protection for them as they 
had not yet been tried, and they were turned 
over to the prison officers. The same course 
was pursued with Charlie Pietz, an Italian 
grocerykeeper at whose-place the mafia are 
said tohave metand where the guns were 
gathered before the shooting. He took refuge 
in the wash-house, from which he was pulled 
out. Incardina, ordered acquitted by the

When the boy heard that 
his father was shot he tried to tear out his 
eyes. The men who concealed themselves ef- 
fectually and have not yet been seen by the 
crowd are Charles Matrango, who was sup- 
posed to be a fellow chieftain with Macheca 
in the murderous plot, but against whom no 
evidence was obtained, and Charles Patorno, 
a brother of the ex-Alderman, against whom 
there was also no evidence, The crowd did 
not want them anyhow. 

Sheriff Valere notified the Mayor and Chief 
of Police of the crowd’s approach and the po- 
lice were ordered out, but the details that ar- 
rived on time refrained from interfering, 
claiming themselves powerless. 


SANCTIONED BY PUBLIC OPINION.

A 
mob captured him onthe road to the depot, 
but he was rescued by the police and has been 
concealed by his friends. The various ex-

Protects Ite Own Criminals. 

Were it not for all these circumstances the 
Italian Government would get little sympathy, 
because it has shown a disposition to protect 
its criminals who return from other lands. 
Italy in its extradition treaties reserves the 
right not to deliver up its own citizens to trial 
in a foreign country. Many other nations 
also maintain this principle, yet whén a re- 
quest is made by a foreign government in the 
case of a great crime they rarely refuse to 
send their own criminal citizens back to the 
country where the crime was committed. 

A year or more agoa peculiarly atrocious 
murder was committed by “ Red’’ McClure 
near Wilkesbarre, Pa. *He had accomplices, 
some Italian miners who had never been 
naturalized. They took refuge in their own 
country and the Italian Government refused to 
return them though requested todo so. In- 
stead it offered to try them in Italy for the 
murder committed in Pennsylvania. Had 
the members of the New Orleans Mafia who 
were concerned in Hennessy’s assassination 
escaped to Italy they, too; would have been 
protected from trial in the United States. It 
was the knowledge of this construction of in- 
ternational law by Italy which eaused Hen- 
nessy to abduct or kidnap the Italian accused 
of crime who sought vengeance for that ‘act 
in causing him to. be assassinated.

A New York Italian Journal Calls for a 
Vendetta. 

Nuw York, March 14.—Le d'Italia, one,of 
the representative Italian newspapers in this 
city, issued an extra edition at 11 o’clock to- 
day.

The Italian Consul at New Orleans Took 
Action Before the Killing. 

New Orxreays, La., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
Mr. Pasquale Corte, the Italian Consul in this 
city, states that he called on the Mayor of New 
Orleans and Governor of Louisiana and asked 
for protection for the Italian subjects among 
the prisoners, None was given by either 
official. He immediately communicated with 
the Italian Minister in Washington and also 
with the home Government at Rome. Four 
of the eleven are Italian subjects—viz. : Monas- 
terio, Marchesi, Comitez, and Trahina.

GEEMAN WORKERS INSURANCE. 
_ With the beginning of this year a law went 
into effect in Germany making it compulsory 
on all persons who have passed their six- 
teenth year and who earn their living by daily 
labor to insure themselves.: This class in- 
cludes all dependent workmen, clerks, appren- 
tices, naval laborers, and every person who 
has a business of his own the income of which 
does not exceed 2,000.marks ($476). The 
obligation is optional with those who have 
not yet passed their forticth year and have 
worked themselves. out of the above men- 
tioned classes. The insurance 1s effected hy 
means of stamps, which are bought by the 
employer, and must be affixed by him to cer- 
tain cards weekly, .On the payment of wages 
he has the right to deduct half the cost of the 
stamps, bearing the other half himself, and in 
case Of messetigers or others doing odd jobs 
the stamp must be affixed by the person who 
first hires him during the week. The law 
allows a minimum of forty-seven weekly pay- 
ments in one year, except that the insurance 
is continued for those who are duly certified 
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under his dynasty that the scheme was evolved 
for Germany, though not put into practice 
tillafter he had relinquished the reins of power. 


THE NEW ORLEANS HORROR. 
It is a horrible story which comes from New 
Orleans. The nine Sicilians who have been on 


| trial for the murder of Chief of Police D. C. 


Hennessy last October were acquitted of the 
charge Friday afternoon, six by a verdict of 
not guilty and three by a failure to agree upon 
a verdict. As there was another indictment 
against them for a lesser offense in the same 
connection, which would not have been tried, 
however, the prisoners were remanded to jail. 


The news of the yerdict created a widespread : 


feeling of indignation throughout the city, 
which was all the more iptensified when 
the Italian population decorated their 
houses and shipping with flags and 
in other ways manifested their joy 
at the acquittal of their compa- 
triots. A callwas issued signed by “one 
hundred leading citizens” appealing to the 
people to meet yesterday morning and to 
comé prepared to make. reparation for this 
failure of justice. The meeting was held, 
with what result the dispatches show. 
short hour all nine of the Italians were either 
shot or hanged, and the mob having accom- 
plished its hideoys work dispersed. ‘he de- 
fense which those who were engaged in this 
bloody work probably will make for them- 
selves is that justice failed in the zourts and 
that the community had the right to protect 
itself against the operations of the Mafia, a 
secret society to which it is alleged the pris- 
oners belonged. There was also a widespread 
belief in the city that the members of the 
society had raised alarge sum of money, not 
only to defend the prisoners, but also to 
acquit them by “fixing” the jury. The fol- 
lowingextract from the New Orleans Picayune 
Thursday last throws some light on this pvint: 

The indictment and arrest of parties charged 
with attempting td bribe and otherwise corrupt 
talesmen ‘sumimoned for jary duty in the Hen- 
nessy murdér case shows another phase of the as- 
semblage and aggregation of crimes which con- 
spire to make this one of the most celebrated 
criminal causes of modern times. 

Thé murder of the Chief of Police of this city 
was accomplished by hired assassins acting at the 
bidding of a conspiracy which seems to exert un- 
limited influence over its creatures and to be able 
to command a large fund for carrying out its de 
signs. One part ofits plan for securing the im- 
munity from punishment of its agents appears to 
have been the fixing of the juries that might be 
intrusted with the administration of justice upon 
persons in whom the chief conspirators may have 
an interest. 

However this may be, there has been from the 
moment the selection of jurymen for service in 
the Hennessy case was commenced an increasing 
succession of persistent rumors to the effect that 
the jury was to be fixed in the interest of the ac- 
cused, After the jury was chosen, there was no 
cessation of these reports, which went so far as to 
affect talesmen who were accepted, and now per- 
sons who were summoned and examihed, but were 
subsequently not chosen for jury duty in this 
case, are té that.eiforts were made to tor- 
rupt them while the matter of selecting them was 


pending. In the presence ofso many statements | 


all tendingih the same direction, we find it diffi- 
cult to believe that extensive and far-reaching in- 
fluences were not brought to work,not only upon 
possible jurors, but upon witnesses who were to 
appear in the case. 

The people of New Orleans were greatly ex- 
cited by the foul character of the assassination 
itself. This excitement grew into indignation 
when’it was alleged that the murder was the 
work of the Mafia. The charges of corrupting 
the jury and the seeming confirmation of the 
charges in the verdict added fuel to the fire, 
and back of it all was a race hatred and class 
prejudice even more bitter than that which 
the people feel towards the negroes. Under 
such circumstances, and considering the im- 
pulsive character of the Southerners and the 
general spirit of lawlessness that prevails in 
their section, it is not remarkable that this 
horrible tragedy was perpetrated. 

It will not be proper to condemn the con- 
duct of the people of New Orleans until all 
the facts are known. The charges of jury- 
fixing have not yet been established and it 
may yet appear that the prosecution failed 
merely because its evidence was insufficient to 
convict the prisoners. Further than thie, if it 
shall appear that any of these victims of 
mob violence were not naturalized some dis- 
turbance of international relations may be 
anticipated. New Orleans may not have 
heard the last of this horrible and sickening 
tr , which is only another episode, though 
an unusually terrible one, in the long, dark 
record of Southern lawlessness. It will be 
time to comment upon it when the facts are 
fully known. + 


THE NUDE IN ART. 

The periodical protest against thenude in 
art is once more making itself heard in various 
parts of the country. It first came from De- 
troit, ashort time sirice, when the managers 
of the Museum of Fine Arts, in response to a 
memiorial from several good people of that 
city, draped the casts of the antique gods and

new fig-leaf aprons. In the Minnesota Legis- 
lature a bill has been introduced forbidding 
any fermale person to appear upon the stage 


of the theater, opera-house, or concert-hall in | 


tights, or so arrayed that hernether limbs are 
visible to the audience. In 
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human ‘form, it argues offensive prudery at 
least on the part of the protester. He is 
searching for what the artist did not put in 
his work. He-is distorting the picture from 
its real: meaning and is impugning the per- 
sonal motive of the paititer, Une may sym- 
pathize with the action of the Mankato Com- 
mon Council in ordermg the police to tear 
down nude pictures on the bill-boards. They 
are advertisements of immoral shows given 
for indecent joses, and if the Common 
Council of Chi were ‘alive to its duty 
it would do # similar good work in this 
city, for there has never been a time when 
vice has been more audacious’ in these public 
exhibitions than now, and during the term of 
the Mayor who was elected largely by moral 
Republicans upon the score of his moral qual- 
ities! In these eases the pictures are dis- 
plays of vice for the sake of vice. In the 
Philadelphia case to make this assumption is 
absurd. The protesters have only succeeded 
in finding indecegjicy where none was intend- 
ed, and their protest therefore is only an ex- 
hibition of strenuous prudery. 


NEW YORK AND CHICAGO TAXES. 

At the banquet of the Real-Estate Board 
last week Mr. Norman T. Gassette made some 
remarks on the question: “Has the City 
Government money enough to meet the legit- 
imate demands upon the Treasury to keep the 
city clean?” His conclusion was that it had 
not, and he supported it by the foillowmg 
figures: 

We have 130 square miles of territory as against 
New York's forty square miles. Our population 
is 1,200,000, New York’s 1,600,000. We have 1,500 
police, New York $400. Our annual revenue, 
which, under the existing law, cannot exceed 2 
per cent on the aggregate valuation, is $6,800,000, 
besides $2,500,000 from saloon licenses; New York 
has $36,000,000, 

Yet [says Mr. Gassette] we ask that the streets 
shall be kept clean; that the police force should 
be perfect; that we have more water, less smoke, 
better. drainage, and better everything; that it 
should be as well equipped as New York, with 
which to do this we bave just about oné-sixth as. 
much money as New York to carry on a city whose 
area is over four times as large. There is e claim 
that there is more boodleism going on here than 
there isin New York. This cannot be so on the 
face of it, because there is not anywhere nearly 
so much money. 

So Chicago has only one-sixth as much 
money with which to run things as New York? 
New York, it appears, has $36,000,000 and this 
city, accurding to Mr. Gassette, only one-sixth 
of that, or $6,000,000. The best answer to that 
is to state the facts. 

The City and County of New York being con- 
solidated, the City Gouncil makes the appro- 
priations for what ate known here as “‘ county 

| bf the poor and insane, 

) eourts, the Sheriff, 
i body also makes the 

approprianens fdr the parks. There are no 
towns, and hence no town expenses. So it is 
necessary to find how much is paid within the 
corporate limits of the city for the same pur- 
poses for which that thirty-six millions is ex- 
pended in New York. The following table 
will give somé information which will be use- 


ful to Mr, Gagsette: ‘ :

(While streets are paved in New York by special 
assessment, the few hundred miles of streets on 
the small isiand have been practically all im- 
proved, so that special assessments form buta 
small item of expenditure.) 

It appears, therefore, that Chicagoans pay 
the tax-gatherer yearly twenty-eight millions 
to the thirty-six millions or so paid in New 
York. Nor must it be forgotten that of the 
New York expenditure over five millions is for 
interest on a debt largely the fraudulent work 
of Tweed and Tammany. 

Is the area of that part of Chicago on which 
ynoney 18 expended by the city for municipal 
purposes four times as great as thatof New 
York, which is nearer fifty square miles than 
forty? How many of the 190 square miles 
of Chicago are policed or lighted or have 
streets which can’ be cleaned? How many 
of those square miles are there which con- 
sist of purely agricultural land? How many 
of them, while perhaps divided on the plot into 
lots, are inngeent of buildings or inhabitants? 
The real-estate agents ought to know. The 
truth is that the area which Chicago polices 
with ite 1,800—not 1, and that 
which New York polices with its 3,400 is sub- 
stantially the same. Chicago lights about as 
many square miles as New York, The built-up 
inhabited area of one1s about equal to the simi- 
lar area of the other. 

Therefore expenses gannot be compared on 
the basis of gross area, but may be on that of 
population, This city has in round numbers 
two-thirds as many inhabitants as New York, 
which was greatly undercounted by the cen- 
sus. Therefore if that city expends econom- 
ically thirty-six millions a year this city should 
not spend over twenty-four. It does spend 
twenty-eight. | 
Finally, the question often is, not how much 
money 4 city ought to raise, but how much it 
can raise With safety. If it takes in taxes too 
large a share of the nét revenue of its tax- 
payers, it puts the ax to the root of the tree 
of civic prosperity. 
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the Lake-Front. It would not be warranted, 
in any event, as 1 has been decided that the 
World’s Fair Art Gallery will, be located in 
Jackson Park, It only secures the assistance 


the Common Council, and public-spirited citi- 
zens for the location of a permanent art gal- 
lery on the Lake-Front which shall not only 
subserve the purposes of the art progress of 
the city but be a handsome municipal decora- 
tion also. 

It is to be hoped these combined 
may be sufficient to raise the necesSary money 
and that the Council promptly will give its 
permission. Now is the time to strike, while 
the iron is hot, and public interest. favors the 
movement, If there are any extraneous uses 
to which the directors can put such a build- 
ing, outside of exhibits, it could be. placed at 
their disposal, and after the élose of the Fair 
the city would have a magnificent structure 
added to its other attractions and a permanent 
art gallery. It is understood that the cost of 
the building as contemplated will be about 
$500,000. Of this amount the Art Institute is 
ready to contribute one-half, and the Com- 
mercial Club, which includes our wealthiest 
citizens in its membership, and other public- 
spirited citizens outside ought promptly to 
raise the other half. In operations of this 
nature half of the costis usually expended 
upon the site, but if the city will contribute 
the use of sufficient space upon the Lake- 
Front the heaviest item of expenditure will be 
provided for. Though the building will not 
be used for World’s Fair art purposes it may 
be made useful to the directors in other ways, 
and in the meantime it will be in readiness 
after the Fair is closed for numerous treas- 
ures which it may be possible to obtain at 
reasonable prices from the World’s Fair art 
collection. 

The scheme is practical, reasonable, and 
eminently desirable. The Council should not 
hesitate to encourage it by granting the use of 
the land at once, which in iteelf would bea 
spur towards the raising of the necessary 
money. The situation presents such a feasible 
opportunity for securing a great ahd perma- 
nent art gallery that it would be almost crim- 
inal folly to nsqlect it, Let the good work 
begin at once. 


IGNORANCE AND MISCONCEPTION. 

A good many wérkingmen appear to be en- 
tirely at fault in their ideas of the relations of 
labor and capital. Tommy Morgan and oth- 
ers of the Socialistic orator’ talk about cap- 
ital as if 1t were the enemy of labor, eating 
away its substance, and occasionally refer to 


_the “fiendish work of the coupon-clipper”’ as 


marking an enemy of society and especially 
of the workingman, They seem atxious that 
the Government shogld seize upon the accu- 
mulated capital of the country 4nd appro- 
priate it “for the good of society,’”’ meaning 
thereby themselves and a few of their friends 
who would try hard to come in for the lion’s 
share if it were possible to effect such con- 
fiscation and redistribution. 

They would talk differently if they had a 
true conception of the part actually taken by 
capitai, It is estimated that about $1,000 of 
capital is equivalent to setting one man to 
work. Without it the labor of the individual 
would produce little, and nothing immediate- 
ly available for his support. Hence for every 
$1,000 of capital, whether it be long existent 
or of the newer kind produced from the sur- 
pluses of employed capital, there is work for 
one person, and its proper use will support 
the man who does the work, pay taxes, insur- 
ance, and the cost of supervision, and give the 
owner of the capital about $60-at the end of 
the year to pay him for its use, while leaving 
the original sum unimpaired to be made the 
basis of employment in future years. A 
million dollars of capital gives employ- 
ment to a thousand’ men whd might other- 
wise have nothing to do, and paysa profit of 
$60,000 to the owner to be reinvested and in- 
crease by so much the ability of - labor to pro- 
duce. The revenue of the thousand men 
furnishes housing amd sustenance to their 
wives and little ones, and the supplying of 
their needs gives in turn employment for 
other workers in raising and transforming 
food products, making cloth and fashioning 
clothing, bringing fuel from the forest or 
mine, and constructing other houses in which 
they or their fellows will live and workshops 
in which they will labor. The great cause of 
the rapid growth of Chicago has not been the 
fact that workers: came herein large num- 
bers, but what induced them to come here, 
and found them employment which rendered 
1} unnecessary for them to seek it in 
other places. The 200,000 men who 
are now working here do so because 
those who have capital find them work to per- 
form instead of letting that capital lie dor- 
mant. It is invested in the handling of grain, 
packing-house operations, building, and man- 
ufacturing and commercial protesses, and is 
so invested because its owners hope for a rea- 
sonable profit on its use. Without that hope 
asan inducement they would ie the money 
lie idle, and then the workers and their fam-

THE BRITISH CENSUS. . 

The census of the British Empire is now be- 
mg taken. The count is in progress in India, 
and Sunday, April 6, is the date set for count- 
ing the 40,000,000 inhabitants of the British 
Isles, who are expected to show an mcrease 
of about 15 per cent for the last ten years. It 
is thought the Indian total will not be far 
from 280,000,000, and ‘Canada, South Africa, 
Australia, and New Zealand 12,000,000, the 
population of the whdle Empire being 
about 340,000,000, which probably exceeds that 
ot the Chinese Empire, and amounts to nearly 
a quarter of the human beings who inhabit 
the globe. These figures may prove to be of 
especial interest as the last enumeration of 
the world’s greatest aggregation ever gathered 
under one Government, as 1t is not impossible 


that both Canada and Australia will have sev-. 


ered their political connection before the close 
of the century. 
The matter is being extensively discussed in

the leading English papers, and especially in 


connection with the reported failure to obtain 
a correct count in the United States last year. 
The enumeration in this country is generaily 
understood there to have been one or two 
millions too low, and the people dre anxious 
that the same fault be not found with 
the count in the British Islands, It ig most to 
be feared™for the large cities, especially for 


London, where the packing together of haman 


beings 1s in places so dense and the number of 
homeless ones so great that many of them can 
easily be missed. The English plan has always 
been to make the count for asingle night, tak- 
ing note of the place where it is passed by each 
person, and making no allowance for ab- 
sentees, as they are expected to be enumerated 
elsewhere. This method obviates. the chance 
of doubling, and increases the probability of 
an under count, so that it is felt neeessary to 


make arrangements for a thorough covering 


of the whole ground, that none be omitted. 
To this end the enumerators will ‘be at work 
for a week previous to April 5, leav- 
ing blanks, and explaining to the more igno- 
rant ones what is wanted of them. For this 
purpose the whole of England and Wales has 
been divided into 40,000 enumeration districts 
and all the reports must be collected April 6, 


while it is ordered that within five months 


thereafter a preliminary report shall be issued 
from the Census Office giving the general re- 
sults, subject to future revision. 

The only American feature likely to be used 
in the work is the ingenious machine for tab- 
ulating the data received, which was invented 
by Herman Hollerith of Washington, D. C. 
Its warm indorsement by the United States 
census authorities is not. so .strong a recom- 
mendation as it would have beenin the absence 
of giaring mistakes here; but it is well 
enough understood that our fault was one of 
detail outside the office, and not chargeable to 
“the machine,” which is said to have stood 
the English tests imposed upon it in a manner 
that fully justifies the inventor’s claims for

NEWS FOR LOVERS OF MUSIC. 


What ts Going On at the Theaters and 
Among Musicians and Composers.

Hiram ‘Hitchcock, who is President of the 
Nicaragha Maritime company, the parent of 
the Canal Construction yy remy presided. 

After the dinner Mr. Miller made a lon 
speech, reviewing the history of the can

A Brief Account of the Career of a Cana- 
dian Journalist, 


Edward Farrer, one of the editors of the 


Toronto Globe, to whom Sit John Macdonald 
during the recent campaign applied some 
caustic criticisms because he wrote a pam- 
phlet showing how Canada fould be coerced 
into joining the American Union, while at the 
same time uttering through the columns of 
the Globe “ trooly Joil” seatiments for home 
consumption, spenta year or more inNew York 
in a subordinate position on a daily newspa- 
per. He had at that time abandoned Canada 
for the wider opportunities presented in the 
United States, but before his abilities had re- 
ceived recognition he was recalled to Canada 
by Sir John Macdonald, his services being re- 
quired as the head of the Tory literary bureau 
in the then apenceens general election. 

He wrote the campaign book for the then 
pending contest and was then sent to Mani- 
toba to instill Tory sentiments through the 
— of Winnipeg into the minds of the re- 

liious subjects of. her Majesty in that 
province, Sir Johm Mecdonald was successful 
in that election, and Mr, Farrer was ordered 
to Toronto to me the: editorial mouth- 
piece of the new administration. Six months 
ago, however, the Opposition offered him mure 
money than he was receiving from the Gov- 
ernment organ and be beeame the principal 
writer on the staff of the “grit’’ newspaper, 
the Globe. The pamphlet which Sir John re- 
ferred to in his criticisms, i now appears, was 
actually written before‘Mr. Farrer connected 
himself with the Globe, 

This, however, is not the first time Mr. Far- 
rer has been on both sides of a question. In 
an earlier Canadian election he is credited 
with having written the campaign books for 
both parties, and in them hé gave both sides 
ones Sot material on which to work. Only 
once he held public office—that of Emi- 
gration Commissioner to Ireland—and his ex- 
poems in thet office was unique. In the 

rst place, he ho thought of seeking Gov- 
erament employment, when one morning he 
was strolling through a corridor of the Gov- 
ernment building at Ottawa with E. B. Wood, 
otiennently Shee Justice of Manitoba, but 
now dead.
